Sioux City Again Threatened with a Deluge 
— Preparing to Meet It. 

Sroux Orry, Ia., May 20.—It is reported here 
that a flood is rushmg down the Big Sioux 
Valley and is now only two hours distant from 
here. The dispatches of the officers of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul say that at 


‘and above Akron the river rose rapidly last 


night and was out of its banks this morning. 
At Elk Point the valley is inundated. The river 
is nearly two miles wide. The rise of the Big 
Sioux is said to be from twelve to fifteen feet. 
It has raised eight inches at Riverside, the 
western boundary of Sioux City, and the in- 
habitants.are preparing for a flood.

REVENGING HER DAUGHTER’S WRONG. 


An Old Indian Woman Bewitches a Tri fling 
Lover. 

Saur Sr. Mam, Mich., May 20.—[ Spe- 
cial. |—The Indian village of Garden River, 
on the Canadian side twelve miles from here, 
is the scene of doings quite unusual for this 
day and date. 

The trouble, and there is trouble, was 
caused by the inconstancy of a young buck, 
the beau of the reservation. He told his love 
to two young squaws and then married one of 
them. This offended the mother of the jilted 
maiden, a widow, old, wrinkled, and uncanny, 
who was formerly a medicine woman. Sud- 
denly the newly married man became 
violently ill and had terrible spasms. The 
Indians say that shot, glass, pebbles, and other 
unlooked for things came out of the young 
buck’s eyes. 

Wabosh, the chief medicine man of the 
tribe, was summoned, He pronounced it a 
clear case of witchery and said the old medi- 
cine woman had bewitched those at whom 
she was angry. Wabosh said he could do 
nothing unless the old woman gave up her 
medicine bag, and this the wrinkled squaw 
sternly refused todo. Then Wabosh appealed 
to the Canadian authorities to search or per- 
mit him to search the old squaw’s wigwam for 
the medicine bag, but the officials refused to 
interfere. 

Now Wabosh and his supporters threaten to 
make the search on their own account, while 
the friends of the old squaw and those who 
fear her are as determined she shall not be 
molested. Meanwhile the bewitched Indians 
are said to be suffering all manner of tortures 
and are slowly dying. A fight is imminent. 


WANT NO MORE SECRET MEETINGS. 


Grand. Rapids Police Commission and 
Newspapers Lock Horus. 

GRAND Mich., May 20.—[Special. ]— 
For the last ten or twelve years the Grand 
Rapids Board of Police Commissioners has 
been in the habit of holding secret sessions, 
the reporters and public being compelled to 
rely upon such scraps of news and modified 
reports as the commission c give out 
through ite secretary.

WEATHER AND THE CROPS. 

Every day that raia continues to fall' in this 
part of the country lessens by an appreciable 
quantity the probable harvest yield of cereals 
in the Mississippi Valley. The speculators are 
beginning to realize this, and though accused 


of being uniformly bearish the course of. 


quotations on Change in this city shows that 
at least some of them are open to conviction 
the other way. It is not a belief that if the 
weather should now turn to dry conditions 
it would be too late to secure fair crops, but a 
fear that we may be a long way from the end 
of the wet spell. It is noted that even official 
predictions of fair have failed, and that 
the weather prophets confess their inability 
to grapple with the facts of what is to thom 
au unusual situation. Some of the older 
ones remember that the settiig in of copious 
rains after aseries of dry years has marked 
the beginning of a season of superabundant 
moisture in which the skies made amends 
with a vengeance for previous abstemious- 
ness, and showered down in à few weeks 
what might be regarded as the pluvial ac- 
cumulatrons of two or three years. They 
know that drought is more to be dreaded than 
too much rain, unless at or near the time of har- 
vest, but they are also aware that seeding too 
long deferred means a short acreage and a pre- 
carious outlook for that, and only the hope 
that Dame Nature may suddenly change her 
frown into a sweet smile prevents a wild up- 


rush of prices due to an overwhelming pre- 


ponderance of buyers over the pumber of 


| those willing to sell. 


The effect of the partial scare is most 
marked in the price of corn to be delivered. 
this month. It went up yesterday to 62 cents 
per bushel, and this not on fears for the next 
crop but because of relative scarcity before 
the close of May. The constant soaking rains 
have not only softened the fields but the 
country roads and the corn itsolf. The farmers 
are not able to deliver much of it to the coun- 
try depot, and but a small percentage of what 
they carry there 1s dry enough to grade as No. 
2, that being the kind sold in the great major- 
ity of speculative contracts. Of course the- 
farmer does not receive much benefit from 
this speculative uprush, which would not oc- 
eur if he were able to forward his corn freely, 
but neither is it to his disadvantage, nor to 
that of the buyer for consumption. In every 
instance where the price is materially raised 
to the man whohas sold short for a stated 
time the party running the “corner” is 
obliged to take at prices a bove the average all 
that country holders can rush in upon it, and 
when the excitement is over that accumula- 
tion usually is sold below the former market 
altitude, the holder of it being obliged to ac- 
cept those lower figures in order to get rid of 
the property and square up his “deal.” If 
he has been successful the men who were suf. 
ficiently foolish or unfortunate as to sell short 
stand the entire loss. It is neither borne by 
the producer nor the consumer, nor is it 
shared between them. It is suffered by the 
epeculator, and it may be truthfully affirmed 
that on the general run of the market as well 
as on occasions of excitement the costs of the 
operation are paid by those whe have * bet 
their money on the wrong side. 
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will round out along, useful, and honorable 
career of service to the Nation, James C. 
Carter of New York is one of the most em- 
inent lawyers in that State. E. J. Phelps of 
Verinont, Minister to London during the 
Cieveland Administration, is an expert in the 
Bering Sea business, having had the conduct 
of the question so far as it concerned the dip- 
lomatic relations between the two countries at 
that period. In addition to these representa- 
tives the government will have the invaluable 
assistance of John W. Foster of Indiana, 
Minister to Spain during the Garfield Admin- 
istration, who 1s described as agent of the 
United States and who will have charge of 
the case and countér case of this country. 
The remaining arbitrators will be appointed, 
two by the Queen of Engiand, and one each 
by the President of France, the King of 
Sweden, and the King of Italy. 

By the terms of the convention between the 
two countries the printed case of each of the 
two parties to the arbitration, accompanied 
by the necessary documenta, official corre- 
spondence, and other evidence, must be deliv- 
ered to each of the arbitrators within a period 
not exceeding ninety days after the exchange 
of ratifications. Then ninety days more are 
allowed the representatives of each country to 
present their counter case. with additional 
documents and correspondence, and should 
additional time be needed, owing to the dis- 
tance of the place from which evidence is to 
be procured, it may be granted, but must not 
exceed sixty days beyond the three months 
provided for in the treaty. Within twenty 
days after the delivery of the counter case the 
arbitrators will meet in Paris and proceed at 
once to examine the five following questions: 

1. What exclusive jurisdiction in the sea now 
known as the Bering Sea and what exclusive 
rights in the seal fisheries therein did Russia as- 
sert and exercise prior and up to the time of the 
cession of Alaska to the United States? 

2. How far were these claims of jurisdiction as 
to the seal fisheries recognized and conceded by 
Great Britain? 

3. Was the body of water now known as the Ber- 
ing Sea included in the phrase Pacific Ocean.“ 
as used in the treaty of 1825 between Great Brit- 
ain and Russia; and what rights, if any,in the 
Bering Sea were held and exclusively exercised 
by Russia after said treaty? 

4. Did not ali the rights of Russia as to juris- 
diction and as to the seal fisheries in Bering Sea, 
east of the water boundary, in the treaty between 
the United. States and Russia of the Wth of 
March, 1867, pass unimpaired to the United States 

5. Has we nited States any right, and if so 


the ordinary three mile limit? 
Besides these questions which are to be con- 
sidered, the arbitrators, in ease their decision 


should leave the subject in such a condition 


that itis necessary for Great Bricain to con- 
cur in the pratection of seal life, will further 
determine the nature and methods of this pro- 
tection. As to the question of liability for 
losses by either party the arbitrators will con- 
sider the questions of fact involved in the re- 
spective claims, the liability of either govern- 
ment upon the facts as found to be the subject 
of further negotiation. 

Article XI. of the convention provides that 
the decision of the tribunal shall, if possible, 
be made within four months from the close of 
the arguments on each side. Such are the de- 
tails of this famous arbitration which will not 
only settle the questions at issue between the 
twocountries, but, it isto be hoped, regulate and 
protect the seal business by international 
agreement for all time to come and forever 
suppress the inhumanities of pelagic sealing 
as practiced by Canadian poachers. Doubt- 
less these butchers will pyt in excessive claims 
for damages growing out of last season’s 
seizures, and equally excessive damages 
will be claimed by numerous others who have 
not been in the sea at all but were at Victoria 
ready to go had not the. modus vivendi 
estopped them. . Forewarned, however, is fore- 
armed. The representatives of this govern- 
ment already are on the alert. The Halifax 
game will not be played a second time.

Three centuries ago the law would have 
taken hold of the matter, ana it would’ have 
fared ill with a man who set himself up asa 
Messiah, but there ia no Illinois statute which

in the extreme. Half 4 century ago those in- 
dividuals. who led women astray in the name 
of religion were dealt with by mob law. ‘Joe 
Smith found that the position of a polygamous 
prophet had its dangers as well as its pleas- 
ures. The day for administering justice in 
that fashion has gone by in Illinois, and there 
should be no return to it, either in Normal 
Park or Rockford. ‘There is indeed no likeli- 
hood of it, for while there are many people 
who will make speeches to raise a mob there 
are fevg who will head one. 

If any acts of licentiousness are committed 
in one of these communities they are punish- 
able by law, provided legal proof can be had, 
but experience has shown that it is difficult if 
not impossible to secure it. It may be said, 
therefore, that the law can do nuthing for the 
people of Normal Park. They must protect 
themselves the best they can.

SILVER PRODUCERS MAKING GOOD PROF- 
, : Ita. 


A local paper says: 

There has been a t change in the relative 
value of gold and silver bullion within the last 
two years, No fair argument has been offered to 
disprove ‘ne assertion that it has resulted direct- 
ly from the demonetization of silver by the Sher- 
man act. 

That there has been such a change in the 
relative value of the two metals is undisputed. 
Happily the evidence indicates that it has not 
been accompanied with any loss to the pro- 
ducer. There has been achangein the rela- 
tive values of gold and iron, butit has harmed 
neither producer nor consumer. According 
to all appearances the producers of silver in 
this and other countries are making good 


+ profits, even atthe preseent comparatively low 


prices. The consumer is also getting silver 
more cheaply, which certainly isa good thing. 

Even at the present reduced rates the silver 
miners of the United States are not closing 
old mines, but are developing new ones and 
are making money out of them or they would 
not keep in the business. Itis true, however, 
that they are not making as much as the own- 
ére of mines in some other parts of the world. 
The silver produced in 1890 at the Huanchaca 
mine, the greatest in Bolivia, sold at the 
prices current in that year for $4,200,000. The 
working expenses were 40 per cent, leaving 
two and a half millions as clear profit. During 
the last thirteen years of falling prices that 
mine has made net profits of over sixteen mill- 
ion dollars, Silver will have to sink a great deal 
more in price before that mine will be com- 
pelled to shut up shop. The cost of produc- 
tion there is only about 40 cents an ounce. 
That being the case why should the price of 
silver be boosted artificially to $1.29 an ounce, 
if possible, in order that Bolivian and Mexican 
miners may double their profits? 

The ores of the silver States of the West 
are by no means as rich as those of Bolivia, 
but on the other hand the cost of transporta- 
tion and of some other things is much ‘lower in 
this country than in South America, so that 
the cost of production of an ounce of silver 
in the most profitable mines of the West is 
not much greater than in Bolivia. At the 
present prices for silver the mine-owners are 
making a handsome net profit after allowing 
for all incidental expensem They are not 
making the enormous fortunes they did in the 
days of the Comstock, but they are do-

As for the statement that the fall in 
price of silver is due to the passage of the 
law of 1873 no figures ever have been pre- 
sented to prove it. It that law had any effect 
it was because it lessened the quantity of si- 
ver used for coinage purposes to such an ex- 
tent as to ieave large yearly surpluses for 
which no market could be found. Those who 
dilate on the evil effects of the law of 1873 
ought to show what the early consumption 
of the mints of the world was prior to 1873 
and how it was lessened, if any, by the action 
of the United States. They ought also, if 
they wish to cover the whole ground, to find 
what the cost of production of an ounce of 
silver was twenty years ago and state what it 
isnow. They will find that there is a differ- 
ence, not due to the law of 1873 but to im- 
proved machinery and more scientific meth- 
ods of dealing with ores, lessened cost of 
transportation, etc, But these free silver peo- 
ple shun facts and figures as the devil does 
holy water. 


MISPIACED DENUNCIATION. 

The British Medical Journal is so terribly 
exercised about the water supply of Chicago 
during the Fair as to suggest a hostile ani- 
mus. It must yet be laboring under the influ- 
ence of persistent exertions made several 
months ago by Eastern enemies of the World’s 
Fair movement to prejudice foreigners against 


it, and thus render it the reverse of a success. 


It is difficult to understand how in the absence 
of such motive the Journal could charge the 
municipal authorities of Chicago with trying 
to induce the physicians to play a confidence 
game with the public, instead of confirming 
the promise that the sources of the water sup- 
ply would be carried two miles further into 
the lake before the opening of the Exhibition.” 
Its editor must have some knowledge of the 
facts in the case, or if vot his ignorance is 
highly’ censurable when he undertakes the 
responsibility of insinuating to his readers 
that the tunnel extension is not to be carried 
out. The statement has been widely pub- 
lished that this and other improvements are 
provided for ig the plans of the city aathori- 
ties, some of them already in progress, and 
others to be undertaken as soon as possible, 
so as to have the whole completed before the 
gathering about which the Journal professes 
so much solicitude. The people here are 
wide awake to the importance of a good sup- 
ply of reasonably pure water to their own 
health as well as that of the visitors expected, 
and if it were necessary to bring pressure to 
bear on the authorities they would press hard. 
But there is no proof that such provocation is 
required, 

Tus Txrevne has no desire to misrepresent 
the facts in the case for the purpose of in- 
creasing the attendance on the Fair nor for 
anyother reason. It may be admitted that 
under such a previous inefficient city adminis- 
tration the extension of the water supply was 
poorly attended to; but it is also true that 
honest efforts are now being made to remedy 
that evil and to provide as rapidly as possible 
for the increasing wapts of the community. 
The Journal also should be informed that it 
was not city officials but well-educated and 
experienced medical men who stated that the | 
disease claimed to be typhoid is a different 
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investigation, and so are the vital statistics of 
the people who drink that water, ite deriva- 
tives ang compounds. Those statistics do not 
now compare unfavorably with companion 
figures for the great cities of the British Isles, 
and they will still better bear comparison 
when the extensions now undertaken shall 
have been carried out, as they will be in time 
for the dpening of the World’s Fair. 


A coxensronpent signing himself Sitting 
Bull” undertakes to arraign Tun Turnus be- 
cause it does not see that the gold dollar rise 
in purchasing power is announced by the 
fall of the price of the tangible estate of 
wealth the world over.“ He but echoes the 
statement made by Senator Stewart in 4 re- 
cent magazine article to the effect that “‘ fall- 
ing prices,” along with stagnation in business 
and hard times, are due to the present na- 
tional policy in regard to silver. Both are 
entirely wrong, and they ought to have sense 
enough to know it. Senator Stewart is receiv- 
ing more pay for huis services to the United 
States than did his predecessor of twenty 
years ago, The pay then was $3,000 
per year in greenbacks, which were at 
a discount. Now it is $6,000, each of 
which is equal in purchasing power to a 
gold dollar. If “Sitting Bull is a worker 
either with hands or brain he is bemg paid a 
greater number of dollars per week or year 
than was received by a man of equal ability 
twenty years ago. If not he is an exception 
to the rule, for it is undeniable that the aver- 
age rates of compensation for toil are higher 
now than they were then, whether reduced to 
a gold basis or not. Both of those gentlemen 
can buy more with a dollar than was possible 
then, but that 1s because the costs of produc- 
tion and transportation have been lessened by 
saving processes, not because labor is paid 
more than then. The man might as well argue 
that his yardstick is shorter because a tree has 
grown taller in the interim, or that the bushel 
measure is reduced in capacity, when the sole 
reason for auch an assertion is the fact that 
the said bushel has to be used a greater num- 
ber of times in measuring the wheat crop of 
last year than it had to be employed in 
measuring the wheat crop of 1872, The corre- 
spondent ought to be wise enough to under- 
stand thata given number of grains of gold 
have not as much earning power as they had 
twenty years ago, either in the purchase of 
labor per hour or the gaining of interest for 
the use of it as money.

BANKS WASHED AWAY. 


Waters Rise So at Kansas City That Logo- 
motive Fires Are Put Out, 

Kansas Crry, Mo., May 20.—[Special.}— 
This was the greatest day of the big floods. 
Acre after acre of the Missouri river bottom 
lands is falling into the mad stream and hun- 
dreds of sightseers are engaged in the work of 
recovering the property lost and saving the 
animals belonging to the sufferers. A relief 
fund has been started to tgise money for the 
unfortunates, The stream bounds against the 
bank between the foot of the Fourth street via- 
duct and the Hannibal bridge with great force 
and the bank was being worn away. All 
day two large forces of men were 
at work here fortifying against the 
waters. (ne force was that of the Missouri 
Pacific road, and the other that of the Super- 
intendent of Streets. The switches of the 
Missouri Pacific are under water. A number 
of men waded around bare | in the cold 
water working hard to keep ‘the river in its 
bed. Telegraph poles in water are guyed 
to keep them in place. It would take a foot 
more to bring the water over the main tracks 
of the Missour: Pacific—more than there is 
any likelihood of being—and the work 
that was being done would prevent «the shore 
from being washed in deep enough to endan- 
ger any more tracks. 

The flood in Armourdale has reached the 
highest point of the seasan, flooding the pack- 
ing houses so that they have shut down, and 
raising block after block of paving and float- 
ing it oft. The flood in that town is confined 
to the center of the city, where are fine resi- 
dences, parka, and stores, while in this city

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ELECTRIC LIGHTING CONTRACT. 


Decision Reached by the Columbian Expo- 
sition Committee on Grounds and Build- 
ings~Another Meeting to Be Held Mon- 
day, at Which Mr. Westinghouse Is Ex- 
pected to Be Present — Directors Willing 
to Have the Date for the Dedicatory 
Ceremonies Changed.

Buildings do not want to shut out the electric 


combine in the matter of incandescent light- 
ihg fur Jackson Park. A 
subject yesterday from 11 o’elock in the morn- 
ing until 5 in tho afternoon no decision was 
reached, and the subject was postponed until 
40’clock Monday afternoon, when George 
Westinghouse Jr. and representatives of the 
electric trust will meet the committee. 

What the committee did yesterday after 
hours of discussion was to ask the trust if it 
would not accept one-half the contract for the 
lights and agree that Mr. Westinghouse could 
have the other half. Altogether 92,622 lamps 
are to be furnished. In his last bid, which was 


far below the trust, Mr. Westinghouse offered 


to supply the plant for $399,000, or about 
$4.25 per lamp capacity. He made this bid, 
however, for an alternating current alone. 
The committee when the bids were opened 
last Monday did not give the contract to the 
lowest bidder, because trust representatives 
said Mr. Westinghouse could not carry out 
the contract if awarded him because of a 
pending injunction suit against his company. 
It was decided, therefore, to request an opin- 
ion from Attorney Carlisle of the Board of 
Directors and ex-Solicitor-General Butter- 
worth. Yesterday this opinion was © forth- 
coming, and it was to the effect that the com- 
mittee would be safe in granting the contract 
to Mr. Westinghouse. 

This opinion seemed to settle the legal 
= of the question, but some of the mem- 
rs Of the committee didn’t wart to com- 
pletely shut out the trust. They argued that 
the combine represented all the leading elec- 
trie companies of the country outside of Mr. 
festinghouse. How to harmonize the high 
bid of the trust to the low bid from Mr. West- 
house and still give the allied companies a 
part of the work was a puzzler, The commit- 
teemen put their heads together and eventual- 
ly decided to make a proposition to the trust 
giving it one-half of lamp capacity, partly

ARRANGEMENTS FOR THRE PRESS. 


The Applications Received Are Sufficient 
to Fill the Piatform several Times. 

Wasutxetor, D. C., May 20,—[ Special. }— 
The press arrangements for thei Democratic 
convention were placed by the National com- 
mittee in the hands of the Press éommittee 
in Washington. This committee is made up 
of five members, Mr. F. A. G. Handy being 
Chairman. The. other members are Messrs. 
John M. Carson, Perry S. Heath, John P. 
Miller, and W. A. Sterrett. The press gal- 
leries of the House and Senate are placed 
under its jurisdiction by the Speakbr of the 
House and Committee on Rules of. the Sen- 
ate. The work of placing the newspapers at 
the Chicago convention was undertaken at the 
request of the Demoeratic National commit- 
tee, because it was believed the assignment 
could be made more satisfactory for the press 
ot the whole cout try. 

The National committee assigned 350 plat- 
form seats for the benefit of the leading daily 
papers with the understanding that additional 
seats would be issued in the body of the hall 
for such papers as could not be aecommo- 
dated on the platform. Applications enough 
have already been received by the Press com- 
mittee to fill the platform several times over. 
However, an equitable arrangement has been 
— which, it is believed, will meet with 

avor. 

The press associations and the Chicago pa- 
pers will be given the best possible facilities, 
as the demands on them will be the greatest, 
The work of the Press committee in this re- 
spect has been seconded by the Chicago pa- 
pers themselves, which almost without ex- 
ception lin ited their requests to their actual 
needs. In some cases twice as many seats 
were asked by newspapers away from Chica- 
go as were required by the papers in the con- 
vention city. It will probably be a week be- 
fore the work can be completed. 


EMBARGO ON AMERICAN PORK RAISED. 


Spain Decides to Remove the Rigid In.

DICTED BY THE GRAND JURY. 


They Say, However, That the Law Under 


Mhiech the Action Was Taken Is Uncon- 
stitutional and That They Will Continue 
in the Business- The Six Roads Espe- 
cially Active in the Prosecution — The 
Construction the Brokers Put Upon 
Their Work.

The 
sealpers did not want to be served with capi- 
ases, and nine of them appeared in a body and 
gave $500 bonds. The rest are out of town. 
They then adjourned to McKenzie’s office and 
held a meeting to consult on what action 
should be taken in the matter. 

The indictments are the result of a deter- 
mined effort on the part of the roads to dis- 
pose of the scalpers before the World's Fair. 
The true bills against the scalpers allege that 
they violated Secs. 112, 113, and 114 of Chap, 
114 of the Revised Statutes of the State. They 
are as follows:

That it shall not be lawful for any per- 
son not of such authority so eviden 
to selly barter, or transfer, fof any consideration 
whatever, the whole or any part of any ticket or 
tickets, passes, or other evidences of the holders 
title to travel on any railroad or steamboat, 
whether the same shall be situated, operated, or 
owned within or without the -limits of this State. 

Sec. 114. Any person or persons violating the 

rovisions of the second section of this act shall 

deemed guilty of misdemeanor, and shali be 

liable to be punished by a fine not exceeding $500, 
aud by imprisonment not ex ing one year, or 
either, or both, in the discretion of the court in 
which such person or persons shall be convicted. 

The statute was a special act of the Legisla- 
ture passed in 1875, supposedly for the pro- 
tection of transportation companies of all 
kinds. The fight between some of the roads 
and the scalpers is of years’ standing. It was 
the rock which split the old Railroad Passen- 
ger Association ten years ago. 

Were Not to Be Daunted., 


The six roads above mentioned made an 
effort to have bills returned by the April 
grand jury, but met with a dismal failure.

About the merits of 
the case, as between the roads, I care to say 
but little, except that I think the scalpers are 
in the richt. Why, the railroads themselves do 
not live up to the provisions of the law under 
which they seek to convict the scalpers. The 
same law makes it obligatory 3 the roads 
to redeem the unsold portions of tickets sold 
by them. 

Moat of the men indicted are members of 
the Ticket Brokers’ Association. George Mc- 
Kenzie, the President of the association, said 
in regard to the matter: We are not at all 
alarmed over the matter. We know that we 
are doing a legitimate and honest business 
and we will fight for our rights to the bitter 
end. The whole matter is instigated by Gen- 
eral Passenger Agents Heafford of the. St. 
Paul and Eustis of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy. About nine months ago these 
two gentlemen went to Congress and at- 
tempted to get an amendment of the Inter- 
State Commerce law which would destroy our 
business. We defeated that move. Then I 
got.a resolution passed by our association boy- 
cotting these roads. Since that time you can’t 
find a man in our association who will sell a 
ticket over them.”’ 

The greets pag when announced on the 
streets, caused a little flurry of excitement, 
but nothing more. Everybody was buying 
and selling tickets just as if nothing had bap- 
pened, and the word everywhere was, We are 
still doing business at the old stand.“ Mr. 
Wasserman of Solomon & Waseserman, said: 
“Tf the cases ever to trial, which is not at 
all likely, there will be no convictions. The 
law is so plainly illegal that no jury will con- 
vict under it.“ 

Mr. Steinhardt, manager for Edward List, 
said it was all a bluff. J. H. Frank said it 
was only a scheme of two or three roads to 
get a crack at the scalpers. Manager McKeon 
of Mulford’s agency, said it was only an old 
thing done over again.

In Southern Uhio the conditions do not seem 
to be as favorable. ‘The wheat has grown up 
with such weak stalks that where it is rank it 


has falleu down, 
Of course no one expects to see the winter 


| wheat headed in Michigan yet. But it is growing 


rapidly and prospects are much better than 
they were twenty days ago, This State has 
not suffered this season frem an excess of 


moisture, but on the contrary from a defi- | 


ciency, In Missouri the burden of the son 
seems to be “continued rains, cold. 
floods. Farm work is all at a standstill, bot- 
toms and low lands flooded. Wheat on high 
lands is still all right. The early wheat is be- 
ginning to show heads. Heavy growth has 
been made in the last thirty days and some of 
the wheat is heavy and in great danger of 
lodging badly. 

Little if any wheat is headed out in North- 
ern Kansas, Late sown wheat is ten to twelve 
inches high. There is no great improvement 
as to the prospective outcome during the last 
thirty days. Wet weather causes low ground 
to look pale. There is great danger of too 
much straw, lodging, and rust. In Southern 
Kansas there is too much moisture and low 
ground is overflowed, The early wheat prom- 
iges now to be a poorcrop. The late sown is 


‘all the way from six to twelve inches high. 
There is great danger of too much straw, and 
‘altogether and cloyds for 


too much rain 
wheat. 


Kentucky reports that the late sown wheat 
is eight toten inches high and improvingevery 
day. Have had fine growing weather; pleuty 
of moisture, though no at overplus of rain. 

On strong land in Tennessee wheat has 
headed out. On the whole there isa general 
improvement in the prospects of the crop over 
twenty days ago. 

Northern Texas reports that wheat has all 
headed out, but on account of protracted wet 
weather the condition is not as good as thirty 
days ago. From present prospects I look for 
a good average yield. Corn is about knee 
high, and growing rapidly. 

Since May 1 the crop situation in Central 
California has materially changed. Up to that 
time the rainfall was much belown the aver- 
age. Cold weather in Decembor and January 
has given weeds an advantage over wheat and 
the outlook was for not over balf a crop. May 
weather so far is cooler than the average 
March. Over au inch and a half of rain has 
fallen and the grain crop promises to be 26 

r cent better from the wet, cool weather. 

arvesting will be somewhat later than usual. 
Fruit prospects are and the hay crop 
will be large. 

May has been wet and cool. The fall-sown 

rain is looking well and is just beginning to 
ad out. Spring work has been greatly re- 
tarded and in a good many instances sp 
seeding has been abandoned and the groun 
will be summer-fallowed on account of the 
lateness of the season. é 
Poor Condition of Wheat in Shock, 


In North Dakota the spring wheat west of 
the Missouri River has been practically seed 
ed. The rains have had no bad effect upon 
the growth, in fact have helped it. No more 
moisture is needed for thirty days. Little of 
the wheat is above the ground. Many con- 
flicting statements have been made with re- 
gard to the condition of the wheat which was 
in shock and stack all winter. I submit the 
following, which I think can be relied on: 
None of the wheat in stack or shock has grad- 
ed above No. 3; 50 per cent of the crop will 
grade this; much of it is worthless and fit 
only for feeding stock.

nod color. ‘the crop is generally all right. 

ports from Minnesota show that the recent 
rans have not bad any bad effecta upon the 
growiug crop.

Reports from elevators along the line of 
the great Northern railwsy show that where 
the wheat is up the stand is good in m: st 
places. Taking Minneapolis as a base there 
is a small incresse of acreage West and 
South; but in the North the acreage will be 
decreased more than enough to offset this. 
The general spring prospects are not quite 
up to an average year, 

vers body knows that May up to this date 
has been a terribly wet month, particularly so 


in the corn belt. The situation has been ag- 


gravating. Three or four days of steady rains, 
then a cessation with prospects of the resump- 
tion of w rk. Then more rains, increasing in 
violence. Monday of the present week and 
Tuesday gave every promise that we should 
hear the click of the corn planter far and 
near. Such, however, has not been the case, 
Tun Curcaco Taisune’s telegrams have told 
you of the widespread floods, the destruction 
of property, and I will now add that today we 
are not as near planting corn as we were at 
the date of my letter of a week ago. 

One fact must’ not be forgotten which has 
direct bearjng upon all the crops which are 
now in the ground and those which are yet 
to be put in, and that is this: That weeks of 
rain, the absence of sunshine, have cotnplete- 
ly beaten the life out of the ground, and things 
are not going to as they ought to 
even upon the advent of better weather, for 
which we are watching and waitmg so anx- 
iously. a 

The whole crop situation today is critical. 
This includes corn, oats, and winter wheat. 
Spring wheat, as will be seen by the report, is 
not suffering. The grass crop promises un- 
‘usually well.

CHANGING FASHIONS OF THE DANCE. 
— teed * 
The Pablic Demands Novelty in This as 
in Every Other Art, 

A dance should come from the heart. It 1s 
like & song; it loses its best effect when you 
do not feel it yourself. Even in the simple 
dancing of society every one knows that as 
soon as you begin to think of the one-two- 
three all the grace and all the pleasure are 
gone. You must forget yourself and give 
yourself up to the dance. 

I iearned to dance when a child of 8 years 
in the ballet.of the Mapleson opera company, 
says graceful Amelia Giover in Kate Field’s 
Washington. It was a good school. There 
has never been a ballet like that in this coun- 
try, even in the spectacular pieces which exist 
for the ballet alone. There were some chil- 
dren brought over from England who did toe 
dancing and the other regulation steps of the 
premier danseuse; but there were other chil- 
dren—plain young Americans dressed up as 
villagers—standing not two yards away and 
watching every step of the carefully trained 
little English peopie. They learned the dances 
so fast from looking on that the next year 
Mr. Mapleson did not bring over the little 
Britons at all. f 

The ballet-master in this company had one 
instruction which he used to repeat over and 
over: Never do anything till you can do it 
with ease.”” He dinned it into our ears over 
and over, and I believe, -yet, that it lies at the 
bottom of all beautiful daneing. You must 
practice continually. Nearly everybody ex- 
claims when I tell them of my long practice 
hours, and thinks that I must get dancimg 
enough on the stage. But not only 
must body be kept in a state 
of entire suppleness, but in time 
of peace one must prepare for war. 
Skirt dan may not always de the thing 
which attr the public, In a year or two 
more we may all have to be ready to do the 
difficult toe dancing of the old ballets, which 
Many a 
dancer who appears to advantage owes more 
‘than she would confess to her twirling skirts, 
and would not dure go on the stage at all in 
the regular ballet skirt. The new serpentine 
dance illustrates thiscapitally. The charm of 
it is all in the art of the costumer who makes 
the dress instead of the dancer who wears it. 

I had originally no idea of being a dancer 
and even when 1 did my first solo dancing 1 
thought only of the pleasure of it. When the 
orchestra wouid strike up, I would dance out 
on the stage with no idea at all of how I was 
acquitting myself, but only that here was good 
music and an opportunity todance. But this 
stage is passed long ago, and I can no longer 
dance unconscivusly, but try to do my best 
every time. | 

Since my early training in the ballet I have 
had no master. I arrange all my dances my- 
self, and am convinced that I could not make 
them pleasing in any other way. I take the 
music and compose the dance to it, trying to 
5 into each one some idea, however slight. 

Thus, in the oan yor dance, I dance en- 
tirely to the bunch of roses which I hold, as I 
imagine a young girl dancing from pure hap- 
piness would do. To dane a set of stereo-

needn’t feel iA the least disturbed, for the 
light, fantastically shaped baskets of white or

Mirrors, in rooms that are elaborately deco-

No prettier fashion can 
be devised than that of having one curtain of 
variegated foliage and the other, com of 
flowers, pink, yellow, or white, with just a 
trifle of green intermixed to relieve the 
bloom. 

Of course it is chiefly toward wedding break- 
fasts that florists direct their energies at this 
season. They afford a better opportunity for 
decoration than ordinary occasions and the

An original idea for a sideboard decoration 
is a silver bell filled with ferns and white 
roses.

For wedding dinners gold, silver, wooden, 
tin, and even rice-cove shoes are to be 
used. At a golden wedding feast recently a 
yellow satin shoe filled with yellow roses, 
orchids, and trailing vines was given the place 
of honor on the table. Another arrangement 
much affected just at present isa large satin 
rice bag filled with flowers. These make 
pretty favors, asdo the slippers in small 
sizes. 

In all table decoration, by the way, it is well 
to remember that there must either be extreme 
height or excessive flatness in the general 
scheme. There is no medium. 

A novel and attractive adjanct to ball-room 
decorations is the Louis Quinze screen pan- 
eled with flowers. At the back, attac to 
the screen, is a receptacle filled with water, 
by means of which both the flowers and sprays 
used in dressing it can be kept fresh for sev- 
eral hours. A white enameled screen. pan- 
eled with small, sbell-like pink roses resting 
on a background of their own leaves, is ex- 
tremely pretty. Sois agi screen in ro- 
coco style, paneled with lattice work of deli- 
cate green, studded at the crossings with min- 
jature bouquets of mixed flowers. A screen 
of brown rustic work, or twigs interlaced, the
